8 Now be ye not ftiff-necked, as your 
fathers were, but yield your (elves unto the 
LoRD, and enter into his (an&uary,which 
he hath ſanQified for ever : and ſerve the 
LoKDd your God, that the fierceneſs of his 
wrath may turn away from you, 


9 For if ye turn again unto the Lon rg 
your brethren and your children tn 
compaſſion before them that lead them cap- 
tive, (0 that they ſhall come again into this 
land : for the Loxd your God #* gracious 
and merciful, and will not turn away .4is 
face TY if ye return unto him. 

potts patted from city to city, 
through the countrey of Ephraim and Ma- 
nafſeh, even unto Zebulun : but they laugt.- 
ed them to ſcorn, and mocked them. 

11 Nevertheleſs, divers of Ather, and 
Manatieh, and of Zebulun, humbled them- 
ſelves, and came to Jeruſalem.

7 Be ſtrong, and couragiovs, be not a- 
fraid, nor diimaycd for the king of Ailyria, 
nor for all the mulritude that & with him * 
tor there be mo with us, then with him, 

$ With him « an arm of fleſh, burwith 
us & the Lok, our God, to help us and 
to fight our battels. And the people reſt- 
ed themſelves upon the words of Hezekiah 
king of Judah. 

$ « Aiter this did Sennacherib kinz of 
Afﬀyria (end his ſervants to }-ruſalem ( but

1s Thus ſaith Sennacherib king of Af 
ſvria, Whereon do ye truſt, that ye abide 
11 the Hege in Jerucalem? 

11 Doth not Hezekiah perſwade you to 
pive over your (elves to die by famine, 
and Ly thirſt, ſaying, The Lok b ovr God 
thalt deliver us out of the hand of the kirg 
of Arlyria? 

12 Hath not the ſame Hezekiah taken 
away his high places , and his altars, and 
commanded Judah and Jeruſalem , ſaying, 
Ye (hall woririp before one altar, and burn 
incenſe upon it ? 

13 Krow ye not what 1 2nd my fathers 
have done unto ail the people of cther 
lands? wers the Gods of the nations of 
tnoſe lands any ways able to d2liver their 
lands out of: mine hand ? 

14 Who wa there among all the gods of 
thoſe nations, that my farhers utterly de- 
ſtroyed. that could deliver his people out 
o. mine hand,that your God ſhould be able 
to deliver you out of min* hand ? 

is Now theretor? let not Hezekiah de- 
ceive you , nor rerſwads you on this man- 
ner, neither yet believe him : for no god of 
any nation or kingdom was ab!e to deliver 
his people out oi mine hand,an4d our of the 
hand ot my fathers : how much 1e(s thall 
your God dc<liver you our of mine had?

22 Thus the Lox b ſaved Hezekiah. and 
tie inhabitants of Jeruſalem from the hand 
of Sennackerib the king of Allyria , and 
from the hand of all o:her, and guided them 
on every tde.

$s And he built altars for all the hoſt of 
heaven, in th* two courts of the houſe of 
the Lok. 

6 And he cauſed his children to paſs 
"through the fire in the valley of the ſon of 
Hinnom : alſo he obſerved times, and uſed 
en: and uſed witchcraft, and 
dealt with a familiar ſpirit, and with wi- 
zards : he wrought much evil in the fight 
of the LoRD, ro provoke him to anger. 

7 And he ſet a carved image ( the idol 
which he had made ) in the houſe of God, 
of which God had ſaid to David, and to 
Solomon his ſon, In this houſe, and in Je- 
ruſalem, which I have choſen before all the 
tribes of Iſrael, will I put my name for 
ever.

11 Ard they ſung together by courſe 
jn praifing and giving thanks unto the 
LORD 3 becauſe +e & good, for his mercy 
endareth (or ever towards Ifrael.
